A Woman Says Inebriates are Usual- 
ly Fine Fellows—Should be Given 
Milk to Drink - 


London.—In an address on the cur- 
ing of drunkards, Dr. Mary Murdoch, 
;at a conference of the Yorkshire 
County union of the British Women’s 
Temperance association which was 
held at Hull, said that drunkards

| which made it difficult for them to re- 
;sist temptation. Women whose lj"1s5- 
bands gave way to drink should give 
them a varied diet of milk, eggs, veg- 
ctaples, poultry and fruit, and shoud 
avoid the grosser forms ,.of butchers 
méat. Cayenne’ pepper and sweets 
would temporarily put off the craving 
for alcohol. 

Ladly cooked ‘ood, she saiu was 
often to blame for diunkenness. and 
if the girls of the country learned 10 
become good cooks there would he 
fewer drunkards.. Smoking some- 
times prevented the craving. The 
curing of alcoholism was more a mat- 
ter of faith healing than anything else, 
and secret remedies advertised when 
tried were almost invariably followed 
by lapses.

Dayton.—Dayton is a city of the 
dead and dying, homeless and _ griei- 
stricken. Its: tragic story will not 
be known until the last dead body has 
been taken from the flood. that coy- 
ers half the city and the last charred 
body from the ruins of fire/that spread 
vanechecked . thrcugh the south of 
the city. The whole story will never 
be told, the heroism of men, martyr- 
dom of wocnea, mad hysteria, that 
seized some and caused them to jump 
into the flood to death, or ‘the tortures 
and despair that gripped those who, 
imprisoned in: their homes by «water, 
waited in vain for help until advanc- 
ing flames came and destroyed them. 

Down the great Miami Valley, the 
richest farming section in Ohio, big 
farm houses, barns, stock and human 
bodies are scattered together on floods 
sweeping down stream. In several 
places the valley Contracts to‘less than 
half a mile in -width, and ‘through 
these section. the raging torrent is 
sweeping with tremendous force tear- 
ing away all obstruction... Big hotels 
are crowded, department stores are 
flooied. Jail crowded, with prison- 
ers is inundated; fashionable church- 
es are awash. 

No tents. nor other ‘shelter could be 
secured for the sufferers. ‘The most 
heartrending feature of the situation 
was the pitiable terror of the women 
and children. Many sat un and sob- 
bed throughout the nignt, refusing to

ed cities and towns that they were 
disputed and in many instances wholly 
disregarded. Later reports from 
these sections, however, many times 
confirmed what seemed to be wild rn- 
In other cases repoi-s proved 
not to be correct. The various news 
agencies of the state are working un- 
der great difficulties in securing accur- 
ate report because of crippled wires. 

Although reports of distress and 
disaster are coming from every sec- 
tion of the state, the greatest dam- 
age and loss of life from all reports, 
is at Dayton. The conditions there 
beggar description. While the busi- 
nese section of the city is practically 
alt under water and the estimated 
joss of life is appalling, fires are add- 
ing to this by, increasing death toll. 

The lurid lights from burning buila- 
ings add horrors to the stricken city. 
Loss of life is estimated at from huu- 
dreds to thourands. 

Cleveland, Ohio.—Late reports from 
stricken sections show the loss of 
Wife’ has been heavy, but so far no 
accurate estimate of the total number 
of killed is possible. That 500,0°° 
persons have been rendered homeless 
and property damaged to the extent 
of half a billion dollars appears cer- 
tain, Miami River valley, including 
the towns of Dayton, Hamilton and 
Piqua, is an 80-mile long ‘strip of ao 
vastation. The Wabash river. burst- 
ing its banks at Peru, Ind., ha 
brought havoc upon towns throughout 
its length.

AGRICULTURE GROWTH 


Greater Wheat Area and Crop Yield 
and Improvement in Mixed Farm- 
ing Reported 

Edmonton, Alta.—The report of the 
Alberta department of agriculture, 
covering the work of the department 
for 1912, was laii on the table in the 
legislature by the minister of agricul 
ture, Hon. Duncan Marshall. The 
report shows that there has beer 
great activity in al. lines of the de 
partmental work. Crop statistics 
are hardly complete, as final returns 
to be made by thréshers have not all 
Deen received; it is estimated how- 
ever that when all the-returns are 
in they will .show. approximately 
2,525,708 acres in crop, giving a total 
yield of all kinds of grain of 64,560.- 
130 bushels; This is an increase of 
793,000 acres and. 13,625,50) bushels 
over 1911. To assist in gathering the 
harvest 8,000 harvesters were brought 
into the province, through the work of 
the department’s officials at Winni- 


peg. 

The high nrie2 paid for milk and 
cream,’ while somewhat detrimental 
to creameries has given great incent- 
ive to dairymen, and many farmers 
are now milking more cows than for- 
merly. The total value of cream and 
butter and cheese produced in the pro- 
vince during the year is estimated at 
$1,250,000. 

A rapidly growing interest in poul- 
try raising is reported by the poultry 
superintendent. ‘The markets, gener- 
ally speaking, were good, and a mark- 
ed improvement is noted in the quan- 
tity and quality of dressed poultry of- 
fered for sale. 


Implement Firras are not Pleased 

Edmonton, Alta.—The statement is 
made here that .t least three big im- 
plement firms are considering the 
withdrawal of their agencies from Al- 
berta, on account of the passing of 
the Farm Machinery bill by the Al- 
berta government, The local man- 
ager of the Rumely company has ad- 
vised the official: at the head office 
of this company that it will be no use 
retaining their agencies ir Alberta 
in view of legislation that has been 
passed, 

It is also stated that the Gould, 
Shepley and Moere company and the 
Ontario Wind Engine and Pump com- 
pany are considering withdrawal from 
the province. Circulars have been 
sent out by the International Har- 
vester company to all their agents 
with regard to the new ligislation and 
branch managers are awaiting further 
instructions from the head oflicials.

0° Adria- 
noplée, who held the town for 153 days 
against great odds, which included, 
besides the investing armies, disease 
and famine, handed his sword to Gen. 
Savoff, the Bulgarian generalissimo, 
not however, before carrying out his 
stern threat to destroy the town rath- 
er than let it fall into the hands of the 
Bulgarians. 

From all accounts the arsenals and 
all the stores and a great part of the 
town are in flames. It is also re- 
ported that Shukri Pasha had taken 
his own life, but this proved to be un, 
true, as after visiting all-the fortifica 
tions and deciding that resistance was 
no longer possible, he sent worc to 
Gen, Savoff, to whom he made sut 
mission, that he was burning the city. 

Gen. Savoff Las appointed a com 
mandment of the city, who will take’ 
steps to ‘maintain order.’ The Bu! 
garian and Servian’ cavalry, which 
was the’ first to enter the town, will 
be utilized. for this purpose. 

The battle which preceded the cap 
ture of the. fortress commenced Sun- 
day night with a three-hour bombard- 
ment. 
ergy, but they were évidertly saving 
their ammunition as the artillery duel 
soon ceased. 

The besieging troops in the east 
advanced at double-quick .under the 
glare of searchlights to attack the ad- 
vanced works at Haslak. After a 
fieree defence, which lasted through 
Monday,- the, Turks retired from the 
light forward works and forts. Part 
o. these engaged in covering the re- 
treat of their comrades, were cut off 
by the Bulgarians and captured. 

After. moving forward a short dis- 
tance towards the chief bulwark or 
fortress. the Bulgarians rested. It 
was then observed that although great 
progress has been made in the east, 
the fighting in other sections had re- 
sulted .in enormous Josses to the Bul- 
garians, with small gain of ground. 

Nevertheless the attack was renew- 
ed, and on Tuesday and Wednesday 
the important forts composing the 
inner ring of the defences were taken 
after hard fighting. 

Those accounts of the battle which 
have come from Bulgarian sources 

make no mention of the Servians, of 
whom there seems to have been a 
good deal of jealousy amoug King 
Ferdinand’s troops. 

The Servians, on the other hand, 
who have only issued a brief report 
of the capture, divide the credit with 
their allies and are apparently not 
quite so eager to hide their heavy 
losses. According to a despatch re- 
ceived at Belgrade from Mustapha 
Pasha, the sacrifices were very heav 
The Servian thirteenth and the Bul- 
garian eighteenth regiments. were 
blown up by mines, and many other 
regiments sustained great losses. All 
the reserve hospitals have been put 
in order to receive thousands of 
wounded. :

Text of the Lesson, Gen. xxvil, 22-34. 
Memory Verses) 38, 34—Goldén Text 
Ira. xxx, 18.—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M, Stearns 
Seven other sons, tnéluding Ishmael, 

are recorded as having b-en born to 

Abraham hy his secondaty wives, but 

to Isaac he gave all his possessions 

(xxv. 1, 2, 5) and sent the others 

away unto the east ‘country. Abra- 

ham lived 175 years, and when he died 

Isaac and Ishmael lafd his body be- 

side that of Sarah in the cave of 

Machpelah (xxv, 7-10). While he lived 

he looked for the city which hatn 

foundations whose builder and maker 
is God (Heb. xi, 10, 16), and he is 
still waiting for it and for the com- 
piete fulfillment of the promises made 
to him. as heir of the world (Rom, iv, 
3). Time is Jon;;.to us, but not to 

Him to whom a thousand years are 

butt as yesterday when it is past (Ps. 

xc, 4) and as a watch in the night. 
it is restful to see Isaac dwelling by 
the ‘well Lahii-roi, the well of Him 

that liveth and seeth me (xxv, 11; 

xvi, 14, margin). He was forty years 

old when he married Rebekah, and he 

was sixty when the twins Jacob and 

Esau were born. It forebodes trou- 

ble to read that Isaac loved Esau, but 

Rebekah loved Jacob (xxv, 26-28), and 

the reason given for Isaac’s love for 

Esau does sound very earthly. + 
Futures were not any more real to 

Esau than they are to multitudes to- 

day. A mess of pottage was more to 

him as.a hungry man than his birth- 
right (xxv, 29-34), and for this he is 
spoken of as a profane person, or, ac- 
cording to Weymouth, ungodly (Heb. 

xii, 16). Think of the profanity 

bounding everywhere because the god 


|of this world is blinfing so many 


eyes to the realities of the future king- 
dom and glory. 

In chapter xxvi we read of Isaac's 
failure on the same line on which his 
father had failed twice, in calling his 
wife his sister to save his own life 
(Gen, xii and xx). In xxvi, 4, we 
have the star promise confirmed to 
Isaac, and in verses 12-16 we see hr 
greatly the Lord blessed him and how 
very rich the blessing of th | Lord 
makes one. 

A beautiful incident is related in 
verses 17 to 33 as to how yielding in- 
stead of strife makes manifest the 
life of Christ in us. The Philistines 
had filled up some of Abraham's wells. 
Isaac reopened one, and then they 
claimed it as theirs, and he let them 
have it. When he reopened another 
a third.for some reason they did not 
strive for that. Later they came 
to him to make a covenant with him 
and gave as their reason fc ‘desiring 
it. “We saw certainly that the 
Lord. was with thee” (verse 28). Had 
he contended with them and insisted 
on keeping the wells, which would 
have been quite right in the eyes of 
the world, they would have seen Isaac 
and not the Lord, but he had learned 
the lesson of rather taking wrong and 
suffering himself to be defrauded (1 
Cor. vi, 7). It is most interesting to 
note that the scme day his servants 
in digging a well found water. (xxvi, 
32). 

It is indeed sad to have to turn 
from such a beautiful incident to the 
lesson for today, which is a record of 
awful deceit and lying and, worst of 
all, a mother putting her son up to it 
and calling down the consequences 
upon her own head (xxvii, 13). Her 
aim was to bring the father’s blessing 
upon the son whom she loved, but if 
she had only believed God and left 
the matter in His hands He would not 
have failed to keep His word, for He 
had told her before the boys were 
born that the elder should serve the 
younger (chapter xxv, 23). There is 
everywhere today a tendency to help 
the Lord to do what He has no thought 
worla 
to Himself in this age, with the devil 
still doing his devilish work. 

There is also such a lack of confi- 
dence in God ard His plan for His 
kingdom that many religious people 
try to work out their own plan, think 
ing thus to help God. The devil hates 
the love of God, the patience of God, 


the purpose of God, and is as busy 
with many of the people of God as 
he was with Rebekah that day, but 
they are blinded and conceited (Il 


Cor, iv, 3, 4;. Rom, xi, 25). This 
record of Rebekah makes us think of 


another mother who was he son's 
counsglor to do wickedly (JI Chron. 
xxii, 3), but one would hate to asso- 
ciate Rebekah with such as Athal‘ah, 


though it is true of all that the heart 
is deceitful and desperately wicked 
and the carnal mind is enmity aguinst 
God (Jer. xvii, 9; Rom. viii, 7).

It Lights the Acetylene Beacons as It 
Sets at Night and Extinguisnes Them 
ae it Rises In the Morning. 


The sun is the most trustworthy of 
meng keepers. The sun or the 
from it lights; many. bundreds of 
saetaie along our coasts and water 
way8 evening after evening and ex- 
inguishes them punctually every morn- 
They are guides on tand and sea 
what are never touched by human hands 
from one month’s end to another. ‘The 
way in which the United States gov- 
wnment, through its lighthouse beard, 
tas atilized the services of the sun and 
made that great iamp of heaven a 
faithful and onerring servant is mest 
mteresting. 

The discovery of acetylene gas was 
he first step toward retiring the lonely 
teepers of the litte lights in faroff 
Waces. Modernmagic was not siow 
© recognizing the fact that by the ap- 
plication of certain well known ecien- 
fife principles the lighting of the great 
thains of beacuns that girdie the coasts 
if the two seas and the guif and cover 
fhe great lakes and every navigabie 
ftream in our huge cvuntry could be 
auch simplitied. 

The United States did not become in- 
rested in the acetylene light and its 
wutomatically generating gas buoy until 
tbout the year 1906 and did not. adopt 
t until 1908 ‘Then the engineers of 
he lighthouse bvard devised some 
wonderful improvements, among them 
he utilization of the sun. 

The self lighting and self extinguishb- 
ng acetylene beacon is a very simple 
hing, but it depends almost entirely 
im the “sun vaive,” whieh is one of the 
post wonderful but least complex of 
he achievements of mudern science. 

Ip the first piace, the source of light 
lor these lone beacons is dissuived 
icetylene, which is stured onder pres- 
mre in steel cylinders. Une of these 
glinders cap be charged with enough 
fas to last a small beacon three years. 
Usually, however, in the case of fioat- 
ng buoys, a six months’ supply is all 
tbat is necessary, as such buoys are 
jverhanied and painted twice a year. 
Snowing the size of the tiame and its 
tourly consumption of gas, it is very 
asy to compute how lung a cylinderful 
will last and how often it will need to 


be visited. ‘hat is all the care the 
ight will need. The sun valve does 
ihe rest. 


The scientific principle npon which 
fhe son vaive depends is that light 
waves become transformed in different 
jexrees, according to tbe nature of the 
intercepting body. Sunlight upon dark 
turfaces is converted into beat, and 
teat produces expansion. ‘This expan- 
don is especially perceptible in certain 
betals. 

In a carefully sealed and snbstantial- 
y mounted glass jar nearly a foot 
tigh and about one-fourth that in dt- 
tmeter a thick Diack rod is placed per- 
pendicularly through the center, It is 
tupported by three slenderer rods of 
highly polished copper. ‘The big. black 
tod ts of copper also and is coated with 
lampblack to make it absorb ligbt to 
the greatest possible degree. ‘I'be sup- 
porting rods reflect light without ab- 
torbing it and do not expand or con- 
tract to the same extent as the largest 
tod. 

The thick black plece of copper in 
the center of the jar is extremely sen- 
itive to light and beat. As the sun 
tppears and the atmospbere grows 
warmer ip the morning this rod length- 
ina. It pnshes down into the metal 
thamber in which the giass jar rests 
tind touches the end of a lever. It 
preases down op this lever, which is 
toptrolied by a spring and cuts off the 
low of the gas to the lamp. 

When the sup disappears from view 
in the evening and the temperature of 
the air falls the process is reversed. 
Che red contracts and releases its presa- 
ture on the lever, allowing the gas to 
flow upward to the lamp, The gas \s 
\gnited by a little pilot flame that te 
sever extinguished, Thus the beacon 
is lighted at the proper time and Is put 
but when it is no longer needed, al- 
though along desolate coasts it may 
sever giadden the buman eye for 
months at a time.

It ean be used with 
bqual certainty in equatorial beat and 
i polar cold, for it responds with the 
stmost accuracy to ema!) variations in 
femperature.
